A  small  fragment  of  pottery  which  has  been  identified  as  Neolithic  was  among  the  finds. 
Martin  is  waiting  for  the  results  from  the  environmental  samples  and  his  report  will  be 
available  shortly.  Martin  has  been  asked  to  speak  on  the  excavation  to  CWAAS  in  Carlise. 
An  account,  written  by  Carol  Dougherty,  appears  in  the  Autumn  Newsletter. 

Martin  suggested  that  future  excavations  might  be  opened  to  students  with  volunteers  from 
the  group  attending.  Several  of  the  group,  who  had  booked,  had  withdrawn  at  the  last  minute.
